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SHOULD ISOLATION HOSPIT- 
ALS BE ABOLISHED? 


The isolation hospital problem isn’t 
anew one for Edmonton. Much crit- 
icism has been heard from time to 
time as to the way in which it has 
been handled here. Just where the 
blame lies is not always easy to de- 
termine, Is it possible that it lies 
‘chiefly, not with any individual, but 
with the system itself? It causes 
trouble everywhere. ‘Toronto is in 
the midst of an — investigation 
which is not calculated — to 
make the insttution in that 
city any more popufir, and which has 
led Dr. McNulty, the chairman of the 
Board of Health of Peterborough, 
Ont., to come out against this method 
of treating infectious diseases in its 
entirety. He declares that sanitar- 
iums in England which have made a 
life-long study of the question, have 
come to the following conclusions: 

1, That hospital isolation, after long 
years of trial, has utterly failed it 
controlling either the incidence or 
mortality rate of scarlet fever. 

2. That the disease has increased 
in prevalence almost pari passu with 
increased provision for its isolation. 

It is found in England, he asserts, 
that those districts having isolation 
hospitals invariably suffer a higher 
death rate than those without these 
institutions. Where there are no hos- 
pitals, there are periodical outbreaks 
alternating with periods of immunity. 
In the hospital districts, these diseases 
have been consistently prevalent year 
after year, the form of the disease is 
more malignant ,and the mortality 
higher.. The hospital “feeds itself,” 
and this converts an epidemic disease 
into a continuous or endemic one. 
The aggregation of patients in hospi- 
tal ward generates “return cases.” In 
scarlet fever it has been repeatedly 
observed that a fresh series of cases 
arises in the home or the neighbor- 
hood to which a discharged patient 
has been sent. Thus the diseases are 
forever presentfi and once an isolation 
hospital has been established to cope 
with an epidemic, it is practically nev- 
er afterwards able to close its doors 
or cease from its labors. 

When mild cases are treated along 
with others, the symptoms often be- 
come aggrevated. The patients suf- 
fering from mild disease contract the 
more severe form and convalescents 
have been re-infected by freshly-ad- 
mitted patients. Many children who 
have been © successfully — steered 
through the initial stages of an epi- 
demic are unable to resist the “return” 
tpye of infection. 

“A more virulent type of disease,” 
writes Dr. McNulty, “is fostered by 
the aggregation of scarlet fever pat- 
ients in isolation hospitals, and so a 
child admitted with a mild = attack, 
which the other children of the house- 
hold were able to resist, becomes con- 
taminated in the hospital with a more 
virulen germ, returns home after a 
varying time, diffuses the germ of a 
mure virulent type, which his time is 
able to overcome the resistance of the 
other children, and so a fresh series of 
cases develop.” 

Dr. MeNulty says it is possible that 
these dangers could be avoided in an 
ideal hospital, which would be ex- 
tremely elaborate and expensive. Un- 
less such accommodation is provided, 
he prefers intelligent home isolation. 
In cases of necessity the municipality 
should supply the nursefi the anti-tox- 
ine in diphtheria, and pay the wages 
of the bread-wianer or pay his board 
away from home, and allow him to 
continue at his work. [ixceptional 
cases should be treated in hospital 
tents. “Sceregation, not aggrega- 
tion” is Dr. McNulty’s motto. 

One does not need to be a specialist 
in health matters to appreciate the 
reasonablenss ofwhat Dr. McNulty 
has to say. If, as he alleges, the 
opinion of the British health authori- 
ties is against the maintenance — of 
these hospitals altogether, why, are 
they kept up here? Those to whom 
we look for guidance in these matters 
in this country should take the ques- 
tion up. If isolation hospitals are 
worse than useless, it is imperative 
that they be abolished in their entirety 
without delay, Communities are will- 
ing to stand a certain amount of ex- 
perimenting. But their patience be- 
comes exhausted in the course of time. 
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j tariff is a local issue.

But as time has gone on, people have 
come to the conclusion that he wasn't 
so far wrong after all, whether his re- 
mark was the result of ‘political’ wis- 
dom or not. The tariff should not be 
a local issue but opinions in regard 
to it are certainly formed stirctly with 
regard to the supposed effect which 
it will have on one’s own district rath- 
er than with a view to sound-economic 
principles or the general good of the 
country.

Vranke Leroy Chance, the peerless, 
leader of the Chicago National league 
team, the man who has managed a 
big team for five years, and in that 
time has won four National league 
championships and two championships 
of the world, was born at) Treson, 
Cal, on Sept. 8, writes ‘Tim 
Murnane, While playing with the 
Freson ‘Tigers he showed all-round 
ability as a fine throwing catcher in 
the winter of 1897-8 

It was at this time that Bill Lange, 
the ex-National league player, induc- 
ed the young fellow to go to Chicago,

Chance was taught to play first base 
by Frank Selec, and was a succes?
